Dockyard of Solid Rock 

The New South Wales Government 
fiockyard on Cockatoo Island in Syd- 
ney harbor is hewn out of ,olid rock. 
Historically Cockatoo Island. is of 
much interest, as it was the site of a 
large prison in the days when British 
eonvicts were deported to Australia. 
The present offices o1.the island are, 
in the old prison buildings, the stone 
walis, barred windows and iron doored 
eells being still in evidence. The 
formation of the island was originally 
quite unsuitable for a dockyard, as 
the solid rock rose shower from the wa- 
ter to'a-height of sixty to seventy 
feet. By using convict labor, how- 
ever, the rock was gradually cut back 
first to permit the building of graving 
docks and later to make room for 
pbuilding sl‘ps and shops near water 
Yevel. The work has been continued 
until at present two-thirds of the. 
totat’ area of thirty-three acres has

part of these herds were in the south 
and West, but when Europeans began 
to settle in America small bunches of 
the animals were occasionally found 
near the Atlantic coast, though they 


were generally rare’ everywhere east}: 


of the Appalachian Mountains. From 
Kentucky across the continent th Ne 
vada; from the Great Slave Lake on 
the north to Georgia and Mexico on 
the south, the bison wandered in 
mighty droves, migrating as snow- 
storms and droughts dictated. 

Wide, rolling plains blackened as far 
as the sharp eyes of the settlers. could 
reach with huge, shaggy, humpbacked 
beasts, bellowing, fighting and pawing 
the earth until it trembled as though 
an earthquake approached. 

It is almost impossible for the aver- 
aged person of today to realize what 
the numbers of these herds amounted 
to, though an idea may be formed 
from the statement of Colonel Dodge 
in a report to the United States Na- 
tional Museum. In making a journey 
through Arkansas he passed through a 
continuous herd of buffalo for twenty- 
five miles. 

The whole country appeared to be 
one mass of buffalo moving slowly to 
the northward, he says, and it was 

|only when actually among them that 
it could be ascertained that the appar- 
ently solid mass was an agglomera- 
tion of innumerable small herds of 
from fifty to two hundred animals, sep- 
arated from the surrounding herds by 
‘greater or less space, but still separ- 
ated. When I reached'a point where 
the hills were no longer than a mile 
from the road, the buffalo on the hills 
seeing an unusua~ object in their rear 
turned, stared an instant, then started 
stampeding ard bringing with them 
the numberless herds th-ough. which 
they passed, and pouring down on me 
all the herds, no longer separated, but 
one immense, compact mass of plung- 
ing animals mad with frig:.t and as 
irresistible as an avalanche. Rein- 
ing in my horse, I waited until the 
front of the mass was within fifty 
yards, when a few well directed shots 
split the herd and sent it pouring off 
in two streams to the right and left. 
When all had passed they stopped, 
apparently satisfied, many within less 
than .one hundred yards. From the 
top of Pawnee. Rock.1 could see. from 
six to ten miles in almost every di- 
rectior.. This whole space was. cov- 
erod with buffalo, looking at a dis- 
tance like » compact mass. 

From careful information it was es- 
timated that this herd comprised at 
least four million animals. It is diffi- 
cult now to realize that these animal, 
were often a menace to wagor. travel 
on the plains, besides stopping 
railway trains and at times throwing 
them from th»? track. 

The buffalo is an animal of a rather 
low order of intelligence and his dull- 


tors. in. 
nation, 


Being exceedingly slow to realize the 
existence and nature of dangers which 
threatened his life, he would often 
quietly stand and see scores and even 
hundreds of his fellows killed with, 
seemingly indifference. \ 

Regularly as winter came on. these 
animals moved to the southern part.of 
their range, much the same as do cer- 
tain species of birds. Upo. reaching 
their winter pasturage they scattered 
and at the end of the season returned 
north in less conspicuous herds. They 
traveled much faster than» one would 
suppose from their ungainly appear- 
ance, and rarely followed any ‘but their 
own Well beaten paths. 

When free’ from ice, rivers as wide 
}as a mile were crossed without hesita- 
| tion; in winter the combined weight 
of the herds often .!roke the ice, 
drowning numbers. 
! §$oft,-muddy places and. shallow 
Pools were sought by these animals, 
where they rolled and wallowed until 
they had completely covered them- 
selves with mud, wh’ch when baked 
in the sun, formed an effective armor 
|against the attacks of annoying in- 
sects. ,

They are 
able to pasture some distance from 
a stream, being able to do without 
water for as long as thrve days.

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PRACTICAL HEALTH HINT. 
Vegetables For Children. 
This is the time of year to ¢ 

tivate a child's taste for 
vegetables, which give needed 
‘ variety of food and furnish acids 
and salts that ‘are essential to the 
proper balancing of the diet. 

After the third year, authorities 
say, a child may safely eat any 
fresh vegetable, provided it is 
thoroughly cooked. A good rule 
for .the proper preparation of 
vegetables for children is to have 
them so well cooked that they 
can be easily mashed with a 
fork, 

Green vegetables intended for 
children are especially recom- 
mended when in the form of a 
puree, the thoroughly boiled veg- 
etable being pressed through a 
sieve, Such purees serve a good 
purpose as the foundation for 
a portion of meat, fish or poultry. 
They may also be thinned with 

hot milk or equal parts of milk 
and water and used as a soup.

POOR MOTHERS’ PENSIONS. 


They Are ‘Now Authorized by Law In 
Eighteen States. 

’ State wide motbers’ pension laws 
are now in effect in sixteen states, 
and laws covering certain cities are 
in effect in two additional states. Tha 
‘sixteen states are: California, Colora- 
do, Idaho, Mlinois, Iowa,.. Michigan, 
Minnesota, Nebraska, New Hampshire, 
New Jersey, Oblo, Oregon, Pennsyl- 
vania, South Dakota, Utah, Washing- 
ton. 

The two states in which laws exist 
covering certain communities are Mis- 
souri and Wisconsin,.the Missouri law 
covering St. Louis and Kansas City 
| and the Wisconsin “law covering Mil- 
P waukee, 

-In addition, mothers’ pension laws 
exist in Australia (Victoria) and ip 
New Zealand. 

- As a rule, the laws limit. pensions 
to mothers of children under a certain 
age, varying from fourteen to eighteen 
years. In some cases the money may 
be paid to a person. ‘other than the 
mother, designated’ by the court. In 
all. cases there musv be an investiga- 
tion by the juvenile court or by an 
vgent of a charitable society or by; 
e me state board or state attorney or 
by commissioners directly appajnted 
by the governor.—Outlook. 


A Cure For Ivy Poisoning. 
“Many methods of treatment have 
been employed for ivy poisoning. One 
very simple method is to. rub the skin 
well with a bit of rag saturated with 
sulphuric ether. This should be done 
in the early stages of poisoning. A 
single application Is usually enough. 
The action of the ether is to take the 
volatile oll into solution and spread it 
over such a large surface that it be- 
comes rapidly oxidized and harmless. 
If the poisoning bas Tasted for several 
days a secondary Inflammation of the 
skin may have devetoped, which would 
require more elaborate medical treat 
ment.—Farm Journal.
